To  the  Inhahitants  of  the  Town  of  Deerfteld  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Rockinghom  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs: 

(L.  S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Deerfield  on  Tuesday,  the  foiu^teenth  day  of  March,  next 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,146.95  for  Town  Road  Aid,  the  State  to  contribute 
$7,646.35. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  smn 
not  exceeding  $17,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  making  im- 
provements on  Class  V  roads  within  the  Town,  such  roads 
to  be  selected  by  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agent  and  Division 
Engineer.  Such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  241,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Anno- 
tated, 1955,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the 
date  and  place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes 
as  shall  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Deerfield. 


5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  Civil  Defense. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  sell  property  acquired  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  return  the  road  lead- 
ing from  107  near  the  Old  Barn  Dance  Hall  to  the  Epsom 
Line  to  the  status  of  a  Public  Highway. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  per  year  for  maintenance  of  the  Grader. 
Any  excess  monies  over  the  actual  maintenance  costs  shall 
be  added  to  the  Grader  Fund.  This  motion,  if  carried,  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  rescinded,  or  a  new  grader,  or  com- 
parable piece  of  equipment,  is  purchased.  This  article  shall 
in  no  way  alter  or  change  Article  10,  To\vn  Meeting  March 
8,  1949:  "That  the  Town  set  aside  the  sum  of  $3.00  per  horn- 
as  we  go  along,  that  amount  to  be  collected  each  month  as 
a  Grader  Fund." 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  wil  vote  to  discontinue  the  high- 
way leading  from  the  Beberian  Homestead  to  the  Nettie 
Clark  Place,  so-called,  known  as  Batchelder  Hill. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Buildings  who  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Building 
Regulations  as  authorized  under  Sections  2-5  inclusive. 
Chapter  156,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated,  1956;  as 
follows  — 


1.  Minimitm  Building  Area 

Every  dwelling  unit  to  be  used  by  a  single  family 
shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of  four  hundred 
square  feet. 

2.  Foundations 

All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid  foundations  of 
cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  acceptable  masonry,  except 
that  in  special  cases  where  buildings  are  to  be  used  for 
accessory  use  or  the  Building  Inspector  may  waive  the 
requii'ements  of  this  section  and  permit  the  use  of  wood, 
metal  or  masonry  piers. 

3.  Outside  Walls 

These  shall  be  constructed  of  material  commonly 
used  for  outside  construction  and  materials  customarily 
painted  shall  be  painted. 

4.  Sewerage 

A  private  sewage  disposal  system  is  required. 
The  type,  size  and  construction  of  all  septic  tanks  and 
drainfields  shall  be  approved  by  the  town  health  officer. 

5.  Chimney  Construction 

Chimneys  shall  extend  at  least  3  feet  above  the 
highest  point  where  they  pass  through  the  roof  of  a  build- 
ing within  10  feet.  No  chimney  shall  be  built,  erected  or 
altered  below  the  roof  so  that  wood  or  other  combustible 
materials  within  one  inch  of  the  chimney  and  no  chimney 
shall  have  its  base  resting  upon  any  floor  or  beam  of  com- 
bustible material.  Factory-built  chimneys  that  are  ap- 
proved as  a  result  of  tests  and  listing  by  a  nationally  rec- 
ognized testing  laboratory  shall  be  installed  in  accordance 
with  the  condition  of  the  approval. 

6.  Amendment 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  is 
published  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 


7.  Enforcement 

Upon  any  well-founded  infonnation  that  this 
Ordinance  is  being  violated,  Selectmen  shall,  on  their  own 
initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior 
Court  or  by  any  other  appropriate  legal  action.  Whoever 
violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  regulations 
shall  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  fine  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  for  each  day  of  each  violation. 

8.  Takes  Effect 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

13.  On  petition  of  Heinhold  N.  Anderson  and  at  least 
ten  other  legal  voters:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regard  to  having  open  hearings  on  the  Town  Budget 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

14.  On  petition  of  Joanne  Wasson  and  at  least  ten  other 
legal  voters:  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  regard- 
ing additional  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  counting  of 
the  ballots  at  the  meetings  of  the  Town  to  be  held  on  March 
14,  1961  or  any  adjournment  thereof. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

Polls  to  remain  open  until  7:00  P.M.,  unless  otherwise 
voted  by  the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Voters  of  Deerfield,  New  Hampshire: 

We  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  one  of  our  foremost  civic 
leaders,  Carl  M.  Fogg.  No  one  ever  gave  more  devoted  ser- 
vice to  his  fellow  citizens  as  Selectman,  Representative  and 
President  of  the  Deerfield  Fair  Association.  He  was  also 
active  in  numerous  other  civic  and  fraternal  organizations. 
His  foresight  fifteen  years  ago  has  given  us  the  route  of  our 
first  major  road  system  through  the  Town.  No  words  can 
express  our  appreciation  and  that  of  the  Town. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  have 
appointed  Leonard  T.  Burritt. 

Naturally,  financial  matters,  are  one  of  our  prime  con- 
cerns, as  this  affects  your  tax  dollars.  Our  primary  interest 
is  what  is  best  for  our  Town.  There  was  an  advocated  route 
for  our  new  road  which  would  have  cost  $400,000.00;  the 
completed  road  cost  approximately  $216,000.00.  At  the 
same  time,  we  had  the  problem  of  an  access  road.  Research 
showed  us  a  properly  built  access  would  cost  $1,000.  Our 
alternative  was  to  spend  $2,400.00  to  repair  the  old  road 
which  had  to  include  a  future  access.  To  us  the  choice  was 
clear. 

You  will  notice  that  our  legal  fees  have  climbed  in  recent 
years.  At  the  present,  we  have  not  seen  the  end  of  this 
cause.  We  were  fortimate  that  this  year  our  legal  expenses 
were  smaller  than  previous  years.  However,  on  the  in- 
creasing side  of  the  ledger  was  the  cost  of  the  recount  in  the 
recent  election.  We  are  in  favor  of  this  democratic  process. 
In  this  case,  the  time  and  money  spent  did  not  change  the 
whole  election  in  any  way.  Not  a  single  vote  was  changed. 
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Next,  there  was  the  authorization  for  a  boat  ramp  at  the 
end  of  Pleasant  Pond.  This  was  done  in  order  not  to  con- 
flict with  the  recreational  facilities  at  Veasey  Park.  In  this 
way,  those  who  labored  so  hard  and  fruitfully  for  the  Park 
will  not  lose  any  bathing  and  picnicking  facilities. 

The  Town  had  voted  a  smn  of  $250.00  to  microfilm  the 
Town  Records.  After  consulting  many  firms,  only  one 
would  even  consider  submitting  a  bid  on  this  job.  So  we 
have  turned  the  money  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust 
Funds  and  suggest  that  either  the  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mittee or  any  duly  appointed  authority,  after  Town  Meet- 
ing, investigate  this  matter.  Our  only  concern  is  that  an- 
other hasty  solution  would  not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

Another  financial  problem  was  created  by  the  excessive 
snowfall  at  the  start  of  this  winter.  Even  though  it  is  small 
compensation  for  the  increase  in  cost;  the  Road  Agent  and 
his  workmen  kept  us  mobile  while  so  many  were  unable  to 
move. 

As  it  was  reported  in  the  last  Town  Report,  the  Select- 
men's Room  was  moved  downstairs.  This  has  been  reno- 
vated and  painted.  Also  the  Town  Hall  foundation  has  been 
repaired  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  continue  the  progress  in 
this  field. 

At  tlie  last  Town  Meeting,  a  motion  prevailed  for  street 
lights  in  special  parts  of  the  Town.  We  were  powerless  to 
fulfil  your  wishes  as  no  appropriation  was  raised  for  this 
project.  It  is  our  hope  that  motions  presented  to  our  busy 
town  agenda  will  be  given  more  careful  consideration  in 
the  future. 

Naturally,  space  has  only  allowed  us  to  cover  a  few  of  the 
many  functions  of  town  management.  Should  anyone  de- 
sire clarification  of  any  subject  covered  in  this  report  or 
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information  that  is  not  included,  please  do  not  hesitate  to 
contact  us.  We  shall  be  pleased  to  arrange  an  appointment 
for  you  at  one  of  our  meetings.

ADVISORY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


Excerpts  from  the  Town  Warrant  of  1952,  Article  8: 

Item  7:    The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Advisory 
Budget. 

Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  meet  with  the  selectmen  and  with  the  school 
boards  and  to  discuss  and  advise  with  them  regard- 
ing appropriate  sums  to  be  recommended  to  the 
voters  for  their  action  at  the  regular  Town  meeting 
and  School  meeting. 

(b)  The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  shall  have  no  au- 
thority with  regard  to  appropriations  beyond  ap- 
proving what  the  elected  ojficials  may  request,  or  of 
recommending  to  the  voters,  such  other  sums  as  the 
members  of  this  committee  believe  are  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  town. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  the  advisory  budget  committee 
suggests  an  amount  other  than  that  requested  by  the 
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elected  officials,  both  amounts  shall  be  presented  to 
the  voters  with  appropriate  explanations.  The  voters 
may  then  decide  tvhich,  if  either,  of  the  two  sums 
shall  he  raised  and  appropriated. 

(d)  Recommendations  by  the  Advisory  Budget  Commit- 
tee shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  rights  of  any 
citizen  from  securing  full  and  explicit  information 
regarding  any  item  in  any  proposed  budget. 

(e)  Recommendations  by  the  Advisory  Budget  Commit- 
tee shall  in  no  case  be  construed  as  limiting  in  any 
way  full  and  free  discussion  by  any  citizen  of  the 
town  on  any  tnatter  of  interest  to  the  voters. 

(f)  The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  may  consider,  dis- 
cuss and  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  with  recom- 
mendation for  action,  any  matter  which  the  Com- 
mittee may  feel  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town. 

(g)  The  recommendations  of  the  Adv>isoiy  Budget  Com- 
mittee shall  be  in  no  way  binding  on  the  voters  of 
the  town. 

The  voters  will  determine  what  action  they  will  take  ivith 
regard  to  any  appropriation,  or  with  regard  to  any  action 
concerning  recommendations  of  the  committee. 

This  motion  if  passed  by  the  Town,  shall  remain  in  force 
until  such  time  as  it  is  repealed  by  the  voters  at  a  regular 
Town  meetina. 
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Seventh  Annual  Report 


During  the  past  year  the  Advisor)-  Budget  Committee 
has  held  several  mettings  at  which  a  number  of  subjects 
were  discussed.  Basic  consideration  was  given  the  three 
areas  for  which  the  ABC  is  primarily  responsible.  (1)  Con- 
sideration of  the  School  Budget  with  the  School  Committee. 

(2)  Consideration  of  the  Town  Budget  with  the  Selectmen. 

(3)  Carving  out  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  8, 
1960  that  the  ABC  (a)  secure  information  from  interested 
citizens  as  to  their  wishes  for  major  repairs  and  alterations 
to  the  Town  Hall,  and  (b)  secure  from  three  reputable 
contractors  estimates  of  costs  to  make  these  repairs  and  al- 
terations. In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  three  other  matters 
seemed  to  the  ABC  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  war- 
rant their  consideration.  Herewith  are  the  conclusions  and 
recommendations  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  on 
the  above  items. 

ScliooL  Committee  Budget:  The  School  Committee  pre- 
sented their  figures  item  by  item  and  explained  the  reasons 
for  asking  each  amount.  The  members  of  the  ABC  who 
were  present  at  tliis  meeting  felt  that  the  School  Committee 
had  prepared  a  carefully  thought  out  budget  and  concuiTed 
with  the  amounts  requested  in  all  but  two  instances.  Un- 
der item  14,  Repairs,  the  ABC  suggested,  after  discussing 
information  presented  by  the  School  Committee,  that  the 
amount  for  this  item  be  increased  by  a  sufficient  amount  to 
have  the  exterior  of  the  building  repointed,  scraped  and 
painted  one  coat.  The  ABC  further  recommended  that  the 
work  be  put  out  to  bids  to  secure  the  most  favorable  price 
to  the  Town.  Under  item  22,  Additions  and  Improvements, 
the  ABC  recommended  the  sum  of  $400.  The  School  Com- 
mittee concurred  with  these  suggestions  and  therefore  the 
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majority  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  recommend 
the  budget  as  requested  by  the  School  Committee. 

Selectmen's  Budget:  The  Selectmen  met  with  the  ABC 
and  each  item  in  the  ToAvn  Budget  was  carefully  considered. 
Since  the  Selectmen  and  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Bud- 
get Committee  established,  by  mutual  agreement,  the  sum 
to  be  requested  in  each  instance,  the  ABC  recommends  the 
sums  requested  by  the  Selectmen  in  their  budget. 

Town  Hall  Repairs:  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Town,  the  ABC  held  two  Open  Meetings  to  which  interested 
citizens  were  invited  to  come  and  give  their  views  as  to 
major  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall.  At  the  first 
meeting  discussion  centered  around  heating  and  plumbing 
for  the  Town  Hall,  and  how  to  pay  for  it.  No  definite  con- 
clusions were  reached.  At  the  second  Open  Meeting  rec- 
ommendations made  by  citizens  included:  painting  the  ex- 
terior and  shingling  the  roof.  A  Selectman  stated  that  the 
foundation  was  currently  in  the  process  of  being  repaired. 
The  ABC  also  reported  on  the  three  estimates  it  has  secured 
from  reputable  conti-actors  for  heating  and  plumbing.  This 
information  will  be  presented  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  March  8,  1960. 

Town  Grader:  The  ABC  was  advised  that  as  the  present 
Grader  is  now  some  14  years  old,  some  consideration  of  the 
purchase  of  a  new  grader,  or  other  piece  of  heavy  equip- 
ment, might  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Town.  The  ABC, 
therefore,  invited  the  Road  Agent  to  meet  with  them  and 
the  Selectmen  and  discuss  this  problem.  After  considering 
at  great  length  many  aspects  of  this  question,  the  ABC  and 
the  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the  Road  Agent,  agreed 
to  insert  an  article  in  the  current  Town  Warrant  with 
reference  to  this  matter. 

Building  Inspector  and  Building  Code:  Believing  that 
the  majorit}'  of  the  citizens  of  Deerfield  are  proud  of  their 
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community  and  interested  in  its  future,  the  ABC  requested 
the  Selectmen  to  inckide  in  the  To^^^l  Warrant  an  article 
covering  the  adoption  of  a  Building  Code,  and  appoint- 
ment of  a  Building  Inspector.  The  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mittee believes  that  a  careful  reading  of  the  proposed 
articles  will  show  that  nothing  contained  therein  will  work 
a  hardship  on  any  present  or  future  citizen  who  wants  to 
preserve  for  Deerfield  the  charm  for  which  it  has  long  been 
known  and  which  most  of  us  wish  to  retain.  The  ABC 
strongly  recommends  the  adoption  of  these  articles. 


Juvenile  Delinquency:  Homes  have  been  broken  into 
and  robbed,  and  propert}^  has  been  destroyed  by  vandalism, 
in  Deerfield.  This  seemed  to  the  ABC  to  warrant  serious 
consideration  and  as  a  result  our  Chief  of  Police  and  two 
State  Troopers  were  invited  to  attend  a  meeting.  During 
a  long  and  helpful  discussion  it  became  apparent  that  only 
a  few  juveniles  were  responsible  for  these  acts  of  outlawr)'. 
The  police,  both  local  and  State,  are  concerned  with  the 
condition  that  exists  and  will  make  every  effort  to  appre- 
hend and  hale  into  court  the  next  offender.  In  addition  to 
such  immediate  action,  the  State  Police  suggest  that  Deer- 
field consider  certain  proposals  as  methods  of  forestalling 
future  acts  of  robbery,  vandalism  and  malicious  mischief. 
To  implement  this  constructive  suggestion  the  Advisory 
Budget  Committee  recommends  to  the  Town  that  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  be  elected  by  nomination  from  the  floor  of 
the  Town  Meeting.  This  committee  shall  consider  the  pro- 
posals of  the  State  Police  and  confer  with  them,  and  with 
our  local  Police  Chief,  and  report  its  findings,  and  recom- 
mendations for  positive  action  by  the  Town,  at  the  next 
Town  Meeting. 


Concliisians:  The  Advisor)'  Budget  Committee  is  sincere- 
ly grateful  to  those  citizens  of  Deerfield  who  have,  through 
their  cooperative  understanding,  supported  this  Committee 
in  its  efforts  to  fulfill  its  obligations.  It  hopes  that  the  ABC 
mav  continue  to  be  an  objective  and  helpful  force  in  pro- 
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moting  those  matters  which  are  truly  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Town  as  a  whole.

PREVENTION  IS  YOUR  BUSINESS 

Carelessness,  HUMAN  CARELESSNESS,  causes  9  out 
of  10  forest  fires.  Each  year  200,000  fires  bum  over  30 
million  acres  in  the  United  States.  This  represents  5  percent 
of  our  nation's  woodlands  being  wasted  each  year.  E\'ery 
fire  takes  its  toll.  Floods  follow;  sti'eam  flow  is  affected; 
timber,  buildings,  grazing  and  wildlife  are  destroyed  —  all 
because  MANY  are  CARELESS  with  fire  in  and  near  wood- 
land. This  can  be  remedied.  YOU  can  put  an  end  to  this 
shameful  waste!

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Febman-  1,  1961 

To  the  School  Board  of  Deerfield: 

In  submitting  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools  in  Deerfield,  may  I  express  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  the  kindness  received  from  those 
board  and  staff  members  as  well  as  tlie  citizens  with  whom 
I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  associated  since  the  fall 
of  1947. 

Since  that  time  the  George  B.  White  School  has  been 
constructed  and  131  children  out  of  141  this  year  are  trans- 
ported to  this  point.  Up  to  Januar)^  1,  1961  there  were  141 
registered  pupils  in  the  school  distributed  as  follows: 
Grade  1-26;  Grade  2-17;  Grade  3-18;  Grade  4-20; 
Grade  5  - 12;  Grade  6  - 18;  Grade  7  - 12;  and  Grade  8  - 18. 
To  the  best  of  the  estimates  at  this  time  and  with  one  or  two 
additions,  this  number  should  be  approximately  the  same 
next  year. 

Of  the  eight  teachers  who  started  in  September,  five  are 
full  time  including  the  principal,  tsvo  are  part-time  music 
instructors,  and  one  is  a  permanent  part-time  substitute. 

In  grouping  the  children  according  to  grades,  you  will 
note  that  in  Grades  3  and  4,  the  number  is  estimated  to  be 
36.  This  will  probably  reach  nearly  40  by  the  time  school 
opens.  This  is  not  a  healthy  situation  for  two  reasons.  First, 
because  of  the  size  of  the  room  where  desks  and  chairs  are 
crowded  together;  and  second,  the  teacher  is  unable  to 
group  her  children  to  give  each  individual  the  time  and 
attention  he  should  have  and  to  which  he  is  entitled. 
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With  increased  emphasis  upon  both  the  education  of  the 
gifted  as  well  as  the  retarded  child,  the  time  is  not  too  far 
away  when  it  might  be  wise  to  accept  this  situation  and 
elect  teachers  who  are  trained  for  such  specialized  work, 
group  the  school  children  accordingly,  and  concentrate 
upon  the  fact  that  both  groups  must  live  in  society.  In 
some  towns  in  the  state  provision  has  already  been  made  for 
these  demands  and  more  and  more  funds  are  being  made 
available  for  this  approach  to  education. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  music  program  and  it  has 
justified  its  installation  many  times  both  in  the  classroom 
in  the  teaching  of  vocal  music  and  in  the  band.  We  are 
still  looking  for  instruments  for  those  youngsters  who  desire 
to  learn,  but  are  unable  to  obtain  them  so  far.  Many  citi- 
zens of  the  town  have  seen  and  heard  the  results  of  the 
festivals  and  concerts  so  that  in  the  development  of  the 
music  program  we  have  a  worthwhile  and  an  important 
phase  of  the  educational  growth  of  the  school. 

There  are  a  number  of  repairs  that  should  be  resolved 
before  fall.  Consideration  has  been  given  already  to  some 
of  them,  but  more  attention  must  be  spent  on  the  outside  of 
the  building.  According  to  the  record,  the  building  as  a 
whole  has  never  been  painted  or  pointed  up  since  it  was 
built.  More  than  six  years  ago  the  front  and  certain  trim- 
mings \vith  a  few  other  glaring  needs  were  repaired  and 
painted,  but  in  general  and  on  the  north  side  particularly, 
the  building  is  badly  in  need  of  painting  and  repair.  This 
is  really  a  major  project  and  should  be  figured  in  the  1961-62 
budget.  Then,  too,  some  thought  should  be  given  to  the 
need  for  oiling,  or  better  still,  to  hot-topping  the  entire 
driveway.  If  you  expect  to  prevent  the  wear  and  tear  of  the 
tile  flooring  by  protecting  it  from  mud,  sand  and  other 
abrasives,  then  some  real  attention  is  demanded. 

In  order  that  you  may  know  what  has  already  been 
accomplished  in  maintaining  this  important  segment  of  the 
town's  real  estate,  the  following  list  is  for  your  study  and 
enjoyment. 
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1.  The  painting  of  all  four  rooms  upstairs  as  well  as 
the  walls. 

2.  Repair  of  the  flashings  and  other  necessary  mending 
of  the  roof  to  prevent  leaking  into  the  rooms  below. 

3.  Relocating  and  repair  of  the  drain  pipe  on  the 
north  side. 

4.  Installation  of  a  dry  well  in  the  boiler  room  to  dis- 
pose of  the  water  seepage  from  the  walls  and  floor. 

5.  Replace  the  cement  floor  in  the  boiler  because  of 
the  flimsiness  of  the  original. 

6.  Replace  the  rear  door  leading  from  the  basement  and 
the  repair  of  the  door  frame. 

7.  Repair  of  the  fire  doors  and  frames  in  each  room. 

8.  Installation  of  a  check  valve  on  the  pipe  leading  to 
the  septic  tank  to  prevent  the  backing  up  of  sewage  in  the 
kitchen. 

9.  Repair  of  the  chimney  flue  as  ordered  by  the  Fire 
Marshal. 

10.  Laying  of  hot-top  on  the  east  end  of  the  building 
where  the  mud  and  sand  was  excessive  and  detrimental  to 
the  inside  when  carried  in  by  the  children. 

11.  The  erection  of  a  wire  fence  along  the  edge  of  this 
hot-top  for  protection. 

12.  Landscaping  the  front  of  the  building. 

13.  Grading  and  seeding  the  west  end  of  the  building 
and  the  instaUation  of  a  retaining  wall  to  prevent  wash-outs. 

14.  The  building  of  bookcases  in  the  basement. 
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15.  Installation  of  safety  lights  in  the  basement  for  the 
protection  of  those  who  would  use  the  building. 

With  the  increase  in  building  costs,  the  district  cannot 
afford  not  to  keep  this  building  in  repair.  If  the  school  dis- 
trict were  to  construct  such  a  building  today  the  cost  would 
be  very  close  to  $100,000.  It  follows,  then,  that  it  must  be 
repaired  regularly  and  inspected  carefully  each  year  just 
the  same  as  any  business  establishment,  set  of  farm  build- 
ings, and  private  dwellings. 

In  the  years  of  my  association  with  the  members  of  the 
various  school  boards,  I  consider  it  my  good  fortune  to  be 
able  to  say  that  with  some  exceptions,  of  course,  all  have 
been  genuinely  interested  in  the  education  of  the  children 
of  the  town.  Not  only  has  it  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you 
and  your  children,  but  also  a  privilege  which  you  have  made 
possible  during  the  past  fourteen  years.

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Explanation  of  Purchases  Under  Item  Numbers 


Items,  1,  2,  3,  and  4  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  5,  includes  expenditures  for  travel,  telephone,  and 
for  supplies  of  materials  used  for  administration  as  well 
as  freight  and  cartage  thereon.  The  usual  supplies  are  ink, 
carbon  paper,  printed  forms,  vouchers,  ledgers  and  other 
materials  which  once  used  are  actually  consumed,  or  do  not 
last  more  than  five  years. 

Item  6,  includes  teachers'  salaries,  plus  withholding  tax, 
retirement.  Blue  Cross,  etc. 

Item  7,  includes  cost  of  books  for  pupils,  cost  of  films, 
film  strips,  pictures,  charts,  maps,  photograph  records,  sheet 
music,  globes,  small  musical  instruments,  and  other  instruc- 
tional aid  that  last  more  than  two  years. 

Item  8,  includes  workbooks,  tests,  chalk,  ink,  pencils,  pens, 
fasteners,  carbon  paper,  rubber  stamps,  typewriting  sup- 
plies, magazines,  newspapers,  etc. 

Item  10,  includes  diplomas,  expenditures  for  graduation, 
speakers,  repair  and  replacement  of  maps,  reference  books, 
flags,  flag  ropes,  flag  staffs,  rentals  of  instructional  materials, 
testing  services,  travel,  and  freight  and  cartage  on  the  same. 

Items  11  and  12  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  13,  includes  Hght  bill,  janitor's  supplies,  for  example, 
electric  light  bulbs,  toilet  supplies  surch  as  soap,  paper, 
towels,  sweeping  compounds,  brooms  and  mops. 

Item  14,  includes  painting,  replacing  broken  windows  and 
all  repairs  to  mechanical  equipment  such  as  plumbing,  heat, 
light,  ventilation,  and  repairs  to  pipe  lines,  and  heating 
plants.    It  includes  repairs  to  equipment  not  built  into  the 
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building  such  as  desks,  chairs,  projector,  etc.  Also  includes 
all  labor  not  performed  by  regular  custodial  staff. 

Item  15  includes  all  expenditures  for  medical,  dental, 
and  nurse  service  in  the  nature  of  inspection,  first  aid, 
weighing,  etc. 

Items  16  and  17  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  18  is  the  hot  lunch  program. 

The  balance  of  the  items  are  understandable,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Item  23,  which  includes  bookcases, 
chairs,  desks,  filing  cabinets.
